of too great Confequence, not to 


need fome very fignificant Intro- 


oy duttion ; I have caution’d my Readers not 


to be furpriz’d, and I am taking Caution 
not to be furpriz’d into an 
tnluitable manner, in a Cafe fo nice. 

I have hitherto Preach’d to my Inferiors 
and Equals, Men of the fame Clafs with 
my felf; I hope I have flip’d into no Inde- 
cencies, and have Studied nothing more, 


- than to fuit my Langnage to the Cafe, and 


_to the Perfons; I am now to {peak to my 
Superiors, and I hope to keep that guard 
upon my Pen, as that nothing fhall flip me, 
that fhall lay me open to a Charge of Inde- 
cency and want of Refpeét; and therefore 
Addreffing my felf firftto the Perfons, I 
thall acknowledge their Charaéter, recog- 


Mize their Authority ; and laft, humbly lay 


my felf at their Feet, fubmitting both my 
felf,and what I have tofay,totheir Cenfire, 
If any Man ask me, What need Ihave to 


concern my felf in this matter, what calf 
to this hazard? Let him trouble himfelf no 
farther, for an Anfwerto facha Queftion 3 
but look on the State of the Publick, and tell 
me, what occation there is forPeace 3 if he 
fays,the Perfons I {peak to,need no quicknings 
I hope fo too but lethim wait till he hears 
what ’tis I fay 5 and if he cansthen fay i¢ 
wasa needlefs Thought,. let him, and I'll 
joyn Iftue with him on the Occafion ; from 
me, let him go to Queen, and tell Her Ma» 
jefty, there is no need to prefs the Houfes 
to Peace and Union; and tell the Minifters 
of the Church, they need not Preach this 
Doétrine ; and when he hasfixt the Charge 
there, Pll defend my part as well as [ 
can. 

1 pretend to no Enthufiafms, or Voices 
from Heaven, to Command me to run this 
hazard ; and yet I confefs my felf with 
Child of this attempts and perfwaded that 
I cannot compleatly difcharge my felf of 
this Work, if I do not apply my felf to all 
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thofe People, who are capable of Contri- 
buting tothe general Good; and I have a 
treble Neceffity before me.. 

1. That the thing it (elf, is of the laft 
-Confequence. 

2. That this is the laft refort, the only 
place where the Work can effectually be 
brought to pafs; where Clamour, Difcon- 
tent, and Party-Feud, can receive their 
Death Wound, their Mortal blow; and where 
if they are not fupprefs'd, we cannot hope 
to fee it done. 

3. This isthe Time, the only Time, and 
to me it feems the laft Opportunity, put 
into the hands of this Nation, to fettle the 
Publick Tranquillity; a Time of which, in 
the Wordsof King W/LLiAM, in that moft 
moving Speech, his Majefty made to his 
Jaft Parliament; it may be faid, if it be 
loft, we ought not to expeét Heaven fhould 
truft us with another. 

As thefe are the reafons moving me to 
this part of the Undertaking, I appeal to 
all Unbyaft Englifhmen, if they are not fuf- 
ficient to juftifie all that may feem extrava- 
gant inthe thing ic felf; which being gran- 
ted me, fhall be fufficient ; and as for the 
Manner, ll anfwer for it my fetf, 

Having premifed all this I make no 
farther Scruple totell the World, that my 
prefent Work, is to Addrefs: this Paper 
with all pofible Earneftnef, tho’ with the 
higheft refpeét to no lefsan Aflembly, than, 
THE PARLIAMENT OF ENGLAND. 

Jn this difficult Task, 1 fhall firft apply 
my felf to the Houfe of Commons, the 
Knights, Citizens, and Gentlemen Newly 
Eleéted 5 the full Reprefentative of all the 
Commons of England, and fhortly to Affem- 
ble in Parliameng, there to. -Tranfaét and 
Debate, the moft weighty Affairs of the 
Nation. 

To you, Gentlemen,.the Author of this 
Paper Addreffés himfelf in the humbleft 
manner, and with all poffible Refpeét ; but 
upon the moft Urgent, moft Significant, and 
perhaps moft weighty Concern, that ever 
@ame before you. 

Your Honours can have no Debates, con- 
cerning a Breach of your Ordinary Privi- 
leges, by an Humble Application to you 
in this manner, the Subject it (elf, carrying 
MROQWO Weight with it, and-Entitling every 


Englifh Freeholder, to 
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a Liberty of Speech 


without Doors, in a Cafefo extraordinary. 


The Author is firft your Humble Petiti- 
oner, for your Honours forbearance,-to hear

him make that Solemn Recognition of your — 


Dignity, and Lawful Authority, which every 


Englifhman thinks your Right ; and in the 


Prefervation of which Right, all our Safety 


does moft intirely depend. 

Affembled by the Royal Mandate, or 
Writ; which only ferves to afcertain the 
Times and Places of your Meeting, you 
Reprefent all the People of England; you 
are in Conjunétion with the Lords, the Su- 
preme Authority of this Nation in all Ca- 
fes, and on all Occafions, the laft refort 
from you, there liesno Appeal by our Law; 
and that other Original of Power, the Col- 
lettive Body of this Nation, which on any 
Taterruption of Parlimentary Affemblies is 
apply'd to, is no otherwile made ule of, 
than to revive your Authority, by any fore 
of Violence, Tyrranny or Oppreffion; In- 
terrupted or Deftroy’d. 

*Tis true, you have not thought fit to 
Declare the real extent of your Power, 
and how far in all Cafes it may be pleaded 
to all other Jurifdittions; but like the

Jand are introduc’d ; laying at your Feety. 
the Complaints they have to make, and 
by whofe Application, the needful Aiifances. 
dre given to the whole Body as the Cale 
requirese 
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eh you afé the Peoples 
Depends their Safety, Profperity and Peace’; 
you are Entrufted with all their Power, a 


Hopes, on you 


very very little Excepted, which it is not my 

prefent Bufinefs to Difcourfe,on ; on youare 

all their Expe€tations fix’d ; their Eyes, as 

well as the Eyes of all Europe, are upon 
ou. 

They are fo at all Times, but more efpe- 
cially fo at this time, as a time of more than 
ordinary Concern; a Critical Junéture, in 
which the Nation feems to be at a Crifis of 
Good or Evil, Safety or Deftruétion, Peace 

or Divifion, Happinefs and Profperity ; or 
Univerfal Confulions feem to Depend upon 
your Councils more atthis Time, than per- 

haps theyever did at one fingle Seffion fince 
your Conftitution was Settled, or ever may 
again, while we are a People. 

-*Tisin your Power to Diffipate the Fears 
and Doubts which now affeé the Hearts of 
all Good Men, that have any -Concern for 
the Good of their Native Countrey ; and to 
Caufe the Mifts and Clouds of Party Malice 
to Sink, Difhpate, and Fly away 5 one hear- 
ty Vote of your moft Powerful Affembly, 
would Damn all our Virulent Memorials, 
and fcare away. that Legion of High-Church 
Monfters, that Ruffle our Soveraign, Af- 
front the Dignity and Perfon of the beft 
Queen England ever had ; that Perfonate the 
Church, and make her fpeak in Language 
her Soul Abhors; the Breath of your Mouth 
is able to Blaft all the Attempts of Hell and 
Rome, who are for forming a Reconciliation 
berween the Church of England, and all 
manner of Idolatry 3 and Widening the 
Breaches between all forts of Proteftants, 
both in Civil, as-well-as. Religious Mat- 
ters.

What tho’ there may be Chofen in your 
Affembly, fome Gentlemen who: have been 
Miftaken; Iam far from Doubting, but ia 
all fuch Cafes, eicher thofe Gentlemen have 
feen, or in Heavens due time will (ee, their 
Miftake 5 and will be far from Obfiru&ting 
the General Good of their Native Country ; 
and wherein -any Gentleman may formerly 
have been Mifguided to aét contrary to the 
General Intereft of his Country, he will ei- 
ther be better Inftruéted, or Over-ruled, by 
the Superiour Genius of thofe Englifh Patri- 
ots, whofe Numbers, I doubt not, will 
form the Greateft Part of your. Auguft.A(-
